ISPlAN.sroi.l8, Ind., Aug. 10.— It de- 
veloped Monday that petitions are be 
log circulated among the nH'mbcrship 
of the subordinate branches, Order of 
Iron Hall, entering a protest against 
the appointment of a receiver upon the 
application of any three members and 
requesting the supreme sitting and the 
supreme officer* to present such a pro- 
teat to the court having the case in 
hand. 

The attest also expresses approval of 
the acts of the supremo officers and of 
'the laws relating to sick, death ond en- 
. dowruent benefits and the collection of 
assessments for paying the same, and 
.•the supreme officers are requested to 
make a vigorous defease in the lltlga- 
gatlon now pending to the end that tho 
order, in its social, fraternal and be- 
nevolent relations, may be preserved. 

Another matter developed Mi.mlay of 
general interest Certain officers of the 
loeal branches under tho laws are com- 
pelled to give bond, and a circular has 
come to light in which the supreme sit- 
ting cautions the subordinate branches 
that man y>of these bonds arednsufficlent 
The supreme sitting also claims to have 
made a careful examination of the 
Philadelphia bank, and it notiiii 
subordinate* branches that 
bank is in good condition to furnish 
security for local officers, and that th< 
supreme sitting will accept the gunrau 
tees of the bank on such bonds. I'ndci 
the law the branches have control o 
their own reserve fund, the Bupremi 
sitting- having power to draw oni 
seventh annually. Many of the branches 
have turned over the entire fund to th( 
supreme sitting rather than take tlx 
responsibility of keening it Th<

Tho cause of the horrible mishap is 
briefly as follows: A construction train 
in charge of Conductor Humphrey and 
Engineer Clyde White has been en- 
gaged in hauling gravel from the pit. 
The killed and injured were engaged 
In ballasting the roadway at a point 
throe miles north of tho pit. Mon- 
day evening, after the last train had 
l-ecn unloaded, the men boarded the 
ears that wore tudng pushed ahead ol 
the engine to come to their boarding 
camp, a few hundreds yards south ot 
tho gravel pit. 

The traiu was running at a hazardous 
speed, nnd when it arrived at the gravel 
pit, which was to be passed without 
stopping, the switch \v«s open and the 
train entered the siding and collided 
with some empty curs standing in the 
pit Tho greutor' number of tho w ork- 
men were seated on the first and second 
ears, and when the long train turned in 
upon the spur had no opportunity to 
jump.
